This huge 
steam power station, work on which 
has already commenced, is to be] 
located a few miles west of Coleman 
at the lak e. 

The plant, when ready for opera¬ 
tion in the course of six or seven I 
months, will use steam coal from 
the local mines, and the electric 
power generated will be turned into] 
the high power hydro lines con-j 
structed by this company some 
years ago. 

Increasing demands for electric 
power by industrial plants at Cole-] 
man and the likelihood of extend- 
hig their hydro system to the prairi 
coupled with the lack of sufficient 
water power at Elko and Bull River, 

the reason for the construction 
of this big plant in the Coleman 
district.

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FACTS ABOUT THE 
CUSTOMS SCANDAL. 

Conservative speakers and the 
Tory press are making much of the 
Customs Scandal. Just what are 
the facts? 

Certain employees of the Dept, 
of Customs—civil servants, most of j 
whom are Conservatives appointed 
by Conservative governments under 
Borden and Meighen and kept in 
office by a Conservative Civil Ser¬ 
vice Commission—have been found 
guilty of grafting, allowing goods 
to be smuggled into the country, 


and in other ways abusing their] 
official positions. 

No member of the late Liberal 
Government was implicated m these 
wrong doings. 

The MacKenzie King government 
over two years ago—according to a 
statement made by Mr. J.S.Woods- 
worth, Labor member for Winni¬ 
peg,—started to investigate condi¬ 
tions in the Customs Department, 
and the charges made by H H 
Stevens were founded on iuforma-] 
tion secured by investigators ap¬ 
pointed by the late Liberal Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The evidence adduced at the re—| 
cent customs probe went to prove 


and other forms of evading the law 
had been rampant'for many years] 
and that certain civil servants in 
the Dept, of Custotns had become 
wealthy by winking at this lawless*

This sorry state of affairs did not 
grow up over night, nor did it I 
originate under the MacKenzie

The feature of the last day of the 
month’s trading was the heavy deli-] 
veries of wheat to the trade by the 
wheat pool. It is estimated that at 
least 3,000,000 bus. of the total deli¬ 
veries for the day were from the 
pool. The pool all the week has been 
pounding the market and checked any 
advances by throwing in the stulf in 
chunks. 

This is perfectly legitimate busi¬ 
ness. The pool is a member of the ex¬ 
change and entitled to the facilities 
provided for it as a member, 
operations in futures are on a very 
large scale. 

But the promoters and propagand¬ 
ists responsible for its organization] 
announced that one of the main ob¬ 
jects of the pool was to break up the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange. It was 
also frequently preached by the far¬ 
mers’ friends that short selling was a 
crime, that future trading and hedg¬ 
ing were unnecessary as far as the 
pool was concerned, that, it was in 
fact inaugurating a new and enlight 
ened method of marketing. This bun- 
combe was-swallowed by a lot of far¬ 
mers, but not all. From now on the 
highly paid pool propagandists will 
find their ingenuity taxed to explain 
At that, you can’t fool all of the peo¬ 
ple all of the''time. 

The Canadian Co-operative Wheat 
Producers, Ltd. (The Wheat Pool) is 
in the limelight these days. The pub¬ 
lic and the pool members have been 
-'informed that officials of the com¬ 
pany suffered from writer’s cramp 
- from signing checks, and how mil¬ 
lions of dollars have been distributed 
among the members of the pool by 
the interim payment of July 26. 

So far members have received 
$1.40 a bushel for No. 1 Northern 
wheat. In a statement issued by 
pool officials they are led to hope that j 
they may get a little more. The pr 
sident of the Manitoba pool offers 
word of comfort—the pool paid $1.( . 
all told last year. He did not depress 
his clients by telling them that on a 
whole lot of grades and mixtures 
there was nothing more coming. How¬ 
ever, they know it now that they have 
their checks. 

On the trading floor of the Ex-] 
change the feature of the past week 
has been the heavy and persistent 
selling of futures by “A certain big 
interest.” Brokers do not divulge 
the names of their customers, but pit 
traders know where this selling is 
coming from. This short selling is on 
the face of it by parties who have 
the wheat to deliver and mean to de¬ 
liver it. 

v As It is, $1.40 a bushel looks small ] 
compared to $1.52%, the average 
price paid by the trade. It would 
look smaller should the average price 
by the end of the crop year be $1.60 
or over. 

The general conclusion is that thi 
big interest is - more interested ir 
keeping prices down than in any other

A New Breed Of Cattle 

Yakalos , Now Being Developed At 
Wainwright National Park 

The new breed of livestock called 
"Yakalos” is being developed in the 
national park at Wainwright by 
crossing buffalos with yaks. 

“Yakalos" combine the meat pro¬ 
ducing qualities of the yak with tho 
foraging characteristics of the buf¬ 
falo, said G. B. Rothwell, director 
of the animal husbandry division of 
tbe department of agriculture. The 
new animals breed true to type, he 
said, and have proved more adaptable 
than "catalo," evolved several years 
ago by crossing buffalo with domestic 
cattle. Cattalos are sterile. 

The meat of Yakalos is described as 
almost Identical with beef, aside from 
being finer grained. The animals are 
hardy, can forage for themselves, are
